The cost of this inland transport as given to me during the past few 
days by one of the largest merchants who has resided 27 years in 
Guayana is as follows :—F lour, potatoes, general stores, and merchan- 
dise averages from 5d. to 6d. per lb., or from 46/. to 56/. per English 
ton, and engines and heavy mining machinery, which often occupies 
three months in transit, costs as much as 8d., $d., and even 10d. per 
lb., or from 74/. to 947. per ton. Under the circumstances the food 
and stores that can be procured for the workmen are exceedingly 
dear, of miscellaneous character, and very poor quality, and as a 
consequence good workmen who would otherwise flock to the country 
are deterred from doing so. How is it possible, therefore, under 
the existing state of things for even these rich mines to make very 
large profits? Fancy paying from 70/. to 80/. per ton for the trans- 
port of machinery over a distance of 160 miles !
